"T hat a t least is our

ence,” said Ray L. Huff, parole 
executiv e of the U nited States 
B ureau of Prisons in an inte r­ 
v iew today. 
This conclusion is but one of a 
num ber reached by Huff and a 
research staff in an analysis of 
8,700 cases w hich hav e come be­ 
fore the parole board. 
The final results of the study, 
k nown as 
“experience 
tables,” 
will be m ade k nown shortly. 
"A good wife and children al­ 
ways m ak e the applicant for pa­ 
role a fav orable risk ,” Huff said. 
He added tha t the opposite 
is 
true if m em bers of the 
fam ily 
are crim inally inclined. 
"Experience shows tha t a m an 
ov er 45 is also a pt to be a good 
risk ,” he said. 
“In m ost 
cases 
they hav e burned out by 
tha t 
time. O ther factors such as the 
num ber of offenses 
enter 
into 
the picture, of course. 
"Prisoners under 20 hav e been 
found to be good risk s. If the pa ­ 
role can get through his 
first 
six m onths w ithout com m itting 
another offense the chances tha t 
he will always k eep straight are 
good. 
"Chances of success are v ery 
fav orable if the would-be parolee 
was conv icted of v iolation of the 
bank laws, postal embezzlement, 
forgery or fraud. They are v ery 
bad if the conv iction was 
for 
robbery or burglary. 
"Ninety three per cent of the 
persons giv en federal paroles dq 
not com m it another crim e.”

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MRS. MOODY VINDICATED 
K een interest was disp lay ed in the recent te n­ 
nis battle between the C alifornia Helens w hich 
was fought on th e historical W imbledon center 
court. The two, Heten Wills Moody and Helen 
Jacobs reached the final round of the annual 
tournam ent in England w hich is significant of 
world sup rem acy . The cham p ionship m atch was 
m ore th a n just another final round, it was a 
grudge m atch and a battle for vindication. In 
dram atic 
fashion, Mrs. Moody cap tured 
the 
m atch and regained her lost p restige as a cham ­ 
p ion. 
It will be rem em bered th a t two y ears ago Mrs. 
Moody walked off the court in a m atch w ith 
H elen Jacobs when the odds of the score were 
against her in the final set. Her rep ort of the 
reason for the action was an injured back but 
m any critics had other solutions for the action. 
M any term ed her a “quitter” in the face of de­ 
feat. They said her unp recedented behavior not 
only saved her the final sting of defeat but 
robbed Miss Jacobs of the glory of victory . The 
incident did not imp rove the already ill feeling 
between the two so far as tennis was concerned. 
The cham p ionship round in the W imbledon 
tournam ent was a fight to the last ditch. W ith 
th e score two games to five against .her in the 
last and deciding set, Mrs. Moody waged an up ­ 
hill fight in dram atic fashion w hich stirred the 
w atching crowds into a wild frenzy of enth usi­ 
asm. She p roved th a t she had the courage and 
stam ina of a cham p ion w hatever im p ression the 
form er incident m ight have created, and th or­ 
oughly vindicated herself in the ey es of the sp ort 
world. 
The defeat was a hard blow to Miss Jacobs but 
did not d etract in the least from her stellar p er­ 
form ance. 
She deserves m uch credit for the 
sp ortsm anlike m anner in w hich she accep ted de­ 
feat and her gam e stand to the last p oint. I t is 
very p robable th a t she will y et reach the heights 
to w hich she asp ires in the tennis world. 
The victory in the wom en’s singles division was 
the only trium p h for the U nited States. The jinx 
w hich has p ursued the m en p lay ers rep resenting 


this country for the p ast few y ears was still ac­ 
tive in this event. Fred Perry of England cap ­ 
tured the singles title and Craw ford and Quist 
of A ustralia were best in the doubles p lay . From 
p resent indications the U nited S tates will have 
to w ait a t least another y ear before achieving 
the cham p ionship . 


ALL BUSINESS IS RELATED 
There was & tim e, even w ithin the m em ory of 
some p eop le now living, w hen every fam ily was 
a unit. Wild game and uncultivated grains and 
fruits p rovided the food. Hom esp un clothes, and 
the fur and hide of anim als p rovided p rotec­ 
tion from the w eather. Rough hewn logs and 
slab board shingles were the m aterial w ith which 
the fam ily abode was built. 
But th a t day has gone forever. T here are few 
m en who can kill the wild game, if it were to be 
found, m uch less convert the fur and hide into 
wearing ap p arel. Men who never farm ed would 
starve try ing to p roduce enough food for th em ­ 
selves and their families, if they were left to th eir 
own resources on a farm . The a rt of m aking 
clothing in the home has largely been lost. 
The change has brought about an inte r­ 
dep endence th a t m akes every business avoca­ 
tion dep endent on every other one in ex istence. 
The dem oralization of agriculture th a t p re­ 
ceded the fall of the dep ression is a m ost strik ­ 
ing ex am p le of the dep endence we have, one on 
the other. 
T here was no avenue of trade th a t did not feel 
the effects of the slum p into w hich agriculture 
drop p ed. 
But the dep ression taugh t a lesson not soon 
forgotten — th a t though we do not have the re­ 
m otest connection w ith farm ing, we arc sensitive 
to its condition. 
Likewise the farm er is dep endent up on indus­ 
try and the retail business where he finds m a r­ 
ket for his p roducts. If any serious trouble be­ 
falls business, the farm er likewise suffers w hen 
the dem and for w hat he has to sell decreases 
and the p rice consequently goes down.
